French Authorities Refused to Curtail 
Privilege* Enjoyed by Famous 

Animal. 

At Brest, the most important na- 
val renter of France with lbs excep- 
tion of Toulnn, there is sn institu- 
tion founded by the Empress Eu- 
genie which takes charge of the 
BSMfhters of sailors, firemen and 
other employe* of the navy and edu- 
cates them at the government's ex- 
pense, ssys an exchange. The head 
of the institution is the wife of the 
prefect maritime. 

Besides a few sisters of charity 
and on ancient guardian the institu- 
tion has a very important function 
in the "person" of Ulysses, a donkey 
of considerable age and respectabil- 
ity in the neighborhood. The prin- 
ciple duty of Ulysses is to be driven 
downtown twice a day and carry 
back the provisions of the institu- 
tion. Everyone in town knows the 
donkey with the exception of a cor- 
poral of the guard at the arsenal 
who arrived only recently in Brest, 
Jle has cause now to know the don- 
key whenever he sees the animal. 

By an old decree the donkey is 
permitted legally to enter the arse- 
nal yard, where there is plenty of 
green pasture. A day or two ago 
the new corporal saw one of the old 
members of the guard leading the 
donkey into the pasture. He remon- 
strated with the guard, who replied:

'The empress !" said the corporal, 
confused ; "but we are in a republic.

Constantly Waged on Cotton 
Destroyers. 

I.ee TTannlton, a Lauderdale 
co'oity fanner, has directed sttts> 
tion to the lowly little toad as the 
farmer"* hops in Ins bwttls with the 
boll weevil, and the toad may here- 
after be looked upon with more favor 
than ever l>rforc in his history. 

Mr. Hamilton states that he 
found a couple of the toads busily en- 
gaged feeding at the end of a cotton 
room. Being curious to know what 
they were eating, he "operated" on 
then i 'id found in one of them 70 
boll wecyils, in the other 100 of the 
insect pests. This is as many as 
the farmer would find in a day's 
hunt, and proves very conclusively, 
if Mr. Hamilton's story be true, that 
the toad is B valuable little fellow 
ami that they should be protected 
by law, just as are insectivorous 
birds. 

It has long been known that toads 
are valuable adjuncts to any garden 
or truck patch and there is at least 
one gardener in Jaekson who 
catches every toad he finds and care- 
fully deposits him in his garden. 
That is one of the secrets of his 
success and one of the reasons why 
he has plenty of good vegetables 
when his neighbors have none.

Oliver Hasard Perry, then a com- 
mander In tbe navy and much 
tented because tbe duties 
to him offered no opportunity for prov- 
ing bis mettle, was a Rhode Islander 
In charge of a fleet of gunboats guard- 
ing Narraganaett bay In the winter of 
1912 13. Possessed, he said, "by an 
ardent dealre to meet the enemies 
of his country." be applied for service 
on the lakea. On the very day tbfct 
the order came for his transfer to 
Lake Erie he sent forward fifty men, 
the second day he sent fifty more, an 
other party started on the long Jour 
ney the following day. and Perry him 
self started on February 22, taking 
with him the boy of his famous paint 
lng, hla brother, aped twelve years 
The wilderness trip waa a hard and 
tedious one, and the lake was reached 
on March 27. All the men who had 
been under his orders In Rhode Is- 
land had volunteered for the service 
so attached to him were they. 

There is good reuson to consider the 
operations that followed on Lake Erie 
as part of the history of Rhode Is- 
land. The interruption of commerce 
by the war had thrown many captains, 
mates and seamen out of employment, 
and many of them had taken service 
with Perry on the Narragansett 
flotilla. Thus It came about that 
Rhode Island had in the battle of 
Lake Erie not only Perry himself, but 
four of the nine commanders, a ma- 
jority of the sailing masters and 
mates, a large number of the remain 
ing officers and u great many of the 
sailors, besides the men who superin- 
tended the rigging and arming of tbe 
fleet. 

The centenary celebration, there- 
fore, Is a tribute to the prowess of a 
New England Btate. It waa said years 
ago by a historian that there never 
was an expedition of importance to 
the country which was made up so 
largely of offlcers and men from t 
state.

Standing on fhe fowpnth looicing 
intrntly down Into the water of the 
old MorTif canal, in a stretch of it 
in Marria county, V. J., was a man 
whose rijrht hand presently shot 
down suddenly to snap tip something 
out of the water, which he quickly 
transferred to a curious little box 
about a foot square he had in his 
other hand. 

A pedestrian on the fowpath who 
had wondered what all this meant 
saw when he had come near that the 
l>ox had wire screens for sides. Just 
n«>w there were in the box a dozen 
or two spring toads, a species of 
frog found around springs and in 
marshy places and also called the old- 
fashioned torwicco t'>ad and the lenp- 
ard frog. It was a spring toad that 
the man had suddenly snapped up 
out of the water and put into the 
box a moment before. 

The pedestrian learned that the 
! frog catcher makes a business of 
catching these frogs to sell as bait 
for black bass to fishermen, and he 
had caught 480 on that day, using 
no net, catching them with his hands 
alone. 

This man catches also for bait hcll- 
gamites, crawfish and grasshoppers. 
He also hunts bullfrogs for their 
hind legs. A license is required to 
catch bullfrogs in Morris and Passaic 
counties. Spring toads for bait he 
ships to neighlroring fishing locali- 
ties in kegs, loosely packed in wet 
grass. For fifteen years he has been 
following the business of catching 
black bass bait, working at it regu- 
larly from May to October.

"There have been a lot of 
people drift in here and want to 
know what is a remedy for ivy poi- 
anning.

"Two good ones, probably. Scarc- 
ity of wild flowers in the first place, 
owing to the vandalism that wants 
all it can sec each season and so de- 
creased the supply and made those 
that remain less easily accessible. 
Poking about in the dark spots has 
made the searchers for the flowers 
rub again the ivy. The other reason 
is that the unusual weather of the 
spring has made ivy more virulent 
than usual. 

"Strikes me as a sort of retributive 
justice. Most of the people who get 
into the woods become vandals when 
they gather wild flowers — pull them 
up by the roots, lop off branches so 
as to kill a bush or tree and never 
think that nature cannot- reproduce 
unless something is left to repnxluce 
with.

WELCOME COMING OF LOCUST 



Sudanese Consider insects, Elsewhere 
Regarded as Pests, as a Most 
Palatable Food. 

The latest advices from Khartum, 
in the Sudan, state that tho usual 
ditches have been dug In all direc- 
tions in anticipation of the summer 
rains, which, however, have as yet 
not put in an appearance. In the 
meantime these ditches are having 
their uses, for a plague of locusts 
has set in. Immense swarms have 
for days been passing over the city. 

Locusts of course do a vast amount 
of damage to the Melds. They mul- 
tiply most rapidly and wherever they 
settle they devour every vestige of 
hp « n and leave the land bare. The 
Sudanese are waging a vigorous cam- 
paign against them and their zeal is 
whetted by the fact that locusts con- 
stitute for them a very palatable dish. 
These Insects are usually caught by 
the "Cyprus system," which coasists 
in digging trenches and erecting on 
their farther side tin screens against 
which they dash and kill themselves, 
eventually falling into the trenches. 

It is not thought that this invasion 
will reach Egypt. The last time that 
country was visited by locusts was 
in 1904, when no fewer than 1,000.- 
000,000 egg masses were destroyed. 
The work was carried out by over 
240,000 men and cost the government 
close on $50,000, which was in all 
conscience a cheap riddance of the 
plague seeing that It might quite eas- 
ily have ruined the entire cotton crop, 
not to mention crops of other sum 
mer products. 



Lime Salts and Health. 

The Berliner Klinische Wochen 
schrift, in an article on the influence 
of lime salts on the constitution and 
health, speaks of gome physicians 
who are coming more and more to 
believe that the use of calcium (lime) 
in various forms 1b thay^keystone of 
individual hygiene. Reinhardt, a 
German physician, quoted, says: 
"Neurasthenic, overworked' and physi- 
cally depressed persons are so rapid- 
ly healed by the chloride of calcium 
solution that they cannot show suffi- 
cient gratitude. They feel as if new- 
ly born, full of zest of life, stronger 
and more enduring than ever and 
twenty years younger."
